A BriGcut, pleasing vision will rise to fade away 
forever from many of your readers’ minds when I 
tell them Anna Cora Mowatt Ritchie is no more. 
Few women have won greater popularity on the 
stage than she possessed from June, 1845, to 1853. 
She was regarded throughout the United States with 
a passionate admiration, which she really deserved 
by her spirit, sprightliness, buoyancy, and energy. 
She was not a great actress, but she possessed that 
magnetism which attracts an audience, and in which 
youth, beauty, a delicate person, and good reputa- 
tion, were no unimportant elements. She was born 
at Bordeaux, France, I suspect, in 1820. Although 
she has written her autobiography, she has shunned 
dates in it with ludicrous care; it was published 
when she had passed her five-and-thirtieth year— 
an age when most women shrink from chronology 
as if it were the sex’s most hateful and most power- 
fulenemy. While stress of fortune made France 
her birth-place, she was thoroughly American. Her 
father was Samuel G. Ogden, of New York; her 
mother was Eliza Lewis, a granddaughter of Sam- 
uel Lewis, one of the signers of the Declaration of 
Independence. He was a merchant of sanguine, 
ardent temperament, whose virtues, alternately suc- 
cessful and unfortunate, checkered his life with con- 
stant vicissitudes of wealth and poverty. It was 
during a season of the latter fortune he came to 
Bordeaux to better his condition. His efforts were 
successful, and in a few years he returned to New 
York. Anna Cora Ogden’s childhood seems to have 
been passed in a state of constant excitement, which 
relieved itself with her in doggerel, and which pre- 
maturely forced her forward. When she was four- 
teen years old she was engaged to be married to Mr. 
James Mowatt, then a young lawyer of New York. 
He had met her eldest sister, Mme. Charlotte Guil- 
let, at Rockaway—had fallen in love, and had pro- 
posed to her, thinking she was a widow. Inform- 
ing him of his mistake, she added: “I have plenty 
of young sisters at home, and one of them very much 
resembles me. Call upon me in New York, and I will 
make you acquainted with her.’’ The sister who 
resembled Mme. Guillet failed, however, to make the 
anticipated impression on his heart. ’Twas Annie 
who tangled those eyes. She was scarcely fifteen 
when they were clandestinely married, and for three 
or four years her life was extremely happy. Her hus- 
band, however, plunged wildly into speculation, and 
in 1837 wrecked his whole fortune. His clever wife 
supported herself by her pen, and sometimes by her 
paste and scissors, for some years, when additional 
disasters led her to try reading in public. She made 
her first appearance in Boston, where her attempt 
Was most generously supported. She was success- 
ful. Mr. Epes Sergeant suggested to her greater 
success might be won were ste to write for the stage. 
The favor with which her play “ Fashion” was re- 
ceived, and the associates to whom it introduced 
her, led her to venture in person on the stage. She 
made her first appearance as Pauline, in The Lady 
of Lyons, in June, 1845, at the old Park Theatre, 
New York. She was again successful, and her pop- 


ularity yearly extended until 1853, when she retired | 


She was received with favor 
not only in the United States, but in England and 
Ireland. She made a great deal of money, but from 
various circumstances (some, the most powerful of 
them, quite beyond her control) she laid up a very 
inconsiderable portion of it.

No newspaper in the 
United States has ever exerted an influence to be 
compared to that wielded by the Richmond Engni- 
She 
made Richmond her home for some years, wrote 
a good deal for her husband’s newspaper (he had sue- 
ceeded his father in the Enquirer’s editorial chair), 
and made her new home a charming resort. Bya 
strange coincidence her eldest sister Charlotte, Mme, 
Guillet, lived some years, died, and was buried in 
Richmond. Immediately before the war Mrs. Ritchie 
went to Italy, where she remained until 1866, when 
she came to this city. The war had shattered her 
husband’s estate, and she again appealed to pen and 
ink to support‘her. She corresponded for the Amer- 
ican newspapers, and many readers of the Home 
Journal still remember the interesting letters she 
contributed to its columns. Few correspondents 
received higher pay for letters than she received for 
hers; each of them brought her$25. She probably 
contributed to English periodicals, although I am 
unable to point to any article in them, as hers. She 
drew around her in her home in Richmond, Surrey, 
as many warm friends as she had possessed at Rich- 
mond, Virginia, and as many sincere mourners fol- 
lowed her body to the grave as could have paid her 
this last tribute of respect in her American home. 
Here are some interesting particulars about the 
British Museum: There were, on an average, 356 
persons a day, 103,884 during the last year (1869), 
admitted to the reading-room for study or research ; 
the average number of vo'umes consulted by each 
reader was 13 a day. There were 460,635 visitors 
to the general collections. In 1869, 32,013 volumes 
and pamphlets, 26,331 parts of volumes or separate 
numbers of periodical publications or works in pro- 
gress, 1181 complete files of newspapers (many of 
them American), 2582 pieces of music, and 5738 
“sundries” wereadded tothe museum. Among these 
are a volume of “Lord Mayor’s Pageants and Po- 
ems,” printed in the reigns of Elizabeth and James 
I., some valuable Mexican books which belonged 
to the Emperor Maximilian, or his secretary, and 
above 1100 volumes of Chinese classical works. The 
manuscripts added contain among them “Sommele 
Roy,” a French theological work composed by Friar 
Laurent, confessor to Philip III., of France, in 1279} 
it contains illustrative miniatures on nine leaves, 
painted by a French artist about 1300. Two col- 
lections of Japanese manuscripts have been ob- 
tained ; one consists of 11 works upon the history, 
constitution, and laws of Japan, and the other 18 
formed, by 131 volumes, containing not only spe 
cimens of various branches of Japanese literature, 
but many drawings, illustrating the manners, it- 
dustry, arts, and natural history of Japan. Among 
the maps acquired is a photograph of the “ Mappé 
Monde,” made at Venice in 1457-59, at the sugges 
tion of Prince Henry the Navigator, and at the e% 
pense of his uncle, King Alfonso V., by Fra Maure,

he sells. He is surrounded by a crowd, the majo- 
rity of whom have a copy of the song in their 
hands studying the air. These songs are wretch- 
edly printed on miserable paper, folded to make 
four duodecimo pages, each page containing a song. 
Millions of songs are sold annually. Although the 
French have no ear for music, and the shrillest, 
vinegar, thinnest voices in the world, they sing at 
dinner, and two or three of them scarcely meet 
without singing. A great many workmen coutinu- 
ally sing while at work (faithful work they exe- 
cute!). In fine, I do not believe so many songs are 
sold in any other country as in France. Pierre 
Dupont might have derived an excellent revenue 
from his songs, but he seems to have been incapa- 
ble of taking care of his affairs. Moreover, his 
habits of intoxication pulled him down into low 
company, and he became careless of everything. 
He was born at Lyon-sur-Saéne, in April, 1821. 
His parents were hand-loom weavers. He early 
lost his mother, and was taken care of by his ma- 
ternal grandfather, who lived at Provins, and in 
time presented him to M. Pierre Lebrun, the vene- 
rable author of “Marie Stuart,” who has all his 
life been universally kind to young literary men. 
In De Beranger’s correspondence there is this tri- 
bute to his tact and good heart: “ Hégésippe Mo- 
reau is shy, wild, and 1 was unable to tame him. 
My friend, M. Lebrun, did everything to save him, 
but he gavetime and pains in vain.’ M. Lebrun got 
a prize of the French Academy for young Pierre Du- 
pont’s “Les Deux Anges,” and a place in the Com- 
mittee of the Dictionary. The money of the first 
enabled him to buy a substitute, and so escape the 
military draft; the income of the latter gave him 
a livelihood during the novitiate of letters. He 
remained one of the secretaries of the Committee 
of the French Dictionary from 1842 to 1847. In 
the latter year the success of his song, ‘‘ Les Boeufs,” 
seemed in his eyes a sure pledge of fortune, and 
he resigned his secretaryship. ‘Les Boufs,’’ and 
five other songs, had been published in 1846. In 
1847 he published his song, “Le Pain,’’ which, 
sung by Darcier, a popular singer of the day, had 
such success, and so excited the laboring classes 
of Paris by its socialist suggestions, that govern- 
ment interdicted the song, and for a moment con- 
templated prosecuting the author. The revolu- 
tionary turmoil of 1848-51 made him still more 
socialist in his tendencies, and his songs seemed 
tinctured with such dangerous views, orders were 
given for his arrest and transportation to Lam- 
bessa, Algeria, when the coup d’¢tat coufiscated 


him was necessary in order to translate him. It 
took Pierre Dupont himself to sing his songs well, 
How he was listened to as he sang, with his admi- 
rable, clear, well-toned voice, ‘Les Louis d’ Or,’ ‘ Leg 
Sapins,’ ‘La Musette,’ ‘La Fille du Cabaret? 
His music and his poetry exhaled a baliny odor of 
good wine and new-mown hay. Was he as igno- 
rant of music as he pretended to be? One day! 
doubted it. As I had just written, under his dicta 
tion, a new melody, he looked over the manuscript, 
and then, without saying a word, laid it on my 
piano. Nevertheless he was thoughtful. Ina few 
moments he rose, again examined the manuscript, 
and, putting his finger on a note, said to me: 
‘Ought there not to be a natural there?’ He was 
right; a natural ought to have been there. I re 
paired this omission, and contented myself with 
smiling, and not showing too clearly my surprise. 
Pierre Dupont, for some years past, lived far from 
Paris. The tender care of his family, perhaps, 
prolonged his existence, but failed to restore to his 
impaired mind the brilliancy of his earlier days, 
He worked little and prayed a great deal ; his reli- 
gious sentiments had returned to him like a per- 
fume of youth. Of a truth he had never been a 
skeptic, even at the epoch when he wrote, in one 
of his best songs (‘Les Louis d’ Or’), ‘ C’était le 
diable on le bon Dieu ;’ for he had learned clearly 
to distinguish one from the other. What a mis- 
fortune that admirable and gifted organization was 
unable to resist the greatest trial which can befall 
an artist: oblivion after celebrity—silence and 
loneliness after noisy success.” 

The war, as m»y easily be imagined, has pro 
duced a complete stagnation of the book trade. 
A good business is done in maps of the seat of war. 
The edition of maps of Alsace and Lorraine, pub- 
lished by the Topographical Corps, has been com- 
pletely exhausted. This is the only tolerable 
French map published. This nation is too imac 
curate and superficial to publish good maps. The 
call made for all men belonging to the Garde Mo 
bile has produced great confusion in all trades; our 
booksellers and publishers have lost many of their 
most useful clerks. Messrs. Hachette had thirty 
or forty German clerks to manage their Germad 
business, which was very large. I am a little cuti- 
ous to know what has become of them, for there is 
an intense hostility against Germans. Their lives 
indeed are not safe here. I have not, however, 
inquiries, for the question is too delicate in timed: 
like these. The French, who are the most ign 
rant and superficial people in the world, are aw 











by the thorough education of the German ¢ 
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god soldiers. Their knowledge of French geography 
(a science these people know nothing about—a 
French general asked at Metz, the other day, if that 
town was near the frontier!), their familiarity with 
the French language, their thorough knowledge of 
everything relating to war, the careful organization 
of their military establishment in which nothing is 
left to chance, fill this frivolous giddy people with 
confusion. The French are beginning to remember 
the lesson taught them at Waterloo and in the 
Peninsular War, namely, that they are a very 
inferior race to the great German Race. It is to be 
hoped the German victories in Alsace, Lorraine, 
and Champagne will, like Waterloo, give the world 
a half century of peace. The Germans are making 
very merry over the translation given in all the 
French newspapers of the telegram sent by the 
King to the Queen of Prussia, to announce the rout 
of the French at Woerth. The telegram ended: 
“ Es soll Victoria geschossen Werden,” which means, 
“Let salvoes be fired to celebrate our victory.” 
These ignoramuses translated it: “This will be 
telegraphed to Victoria!’ Could any human being 
but a Frenchman make such a blunder? 

There has been an extremely interesting con- 
versation at a recent meeting of the Société Cen- 
trale d’ Agriculture upon Parmentier and his share 
in introducing the Irish potatoes into general use. 
I hope some notice of this conversation will not 
seem out of place here, especially as the bibliogra- 
phy of this question was touched. Marshal Vail- 
lant opened the conversation by mentioning that 
one of his friends had discovered a treatise dated 
1749, which contained some curious details about 
the potato, and indicated the various methods of 
preparing it for food. It is consequently an error 
tosay Parmentier was the first person who intro- 
duced the potato; for he merely propagated it. 
M. Boussingault shared Marshal Vaillant’s opinion 
upon this subject; Parmentier had not done as 
nuch to introduce the potato as was commonly 
believed. It was while returning from the siege 
of Mavence, Parmentier discovered the potato in 
the fields. M. Boussingault, referring to a previous 
discussion, added: Maize is a native of South Ame- 
rica, but has never been found in a wild state, and 
has always lived under man’s protection. M. 
Cherreul, President of the Société, said Duhamel 
du Monceau is the first person who mentioned the 
potato; M. Boussingault is right in saying Par- 
mentier’s share in the introduction of the potato 
has been exaggerated, and that he first saw it in 
fiermany as he returned from the siege of Mayence. 
M. Renou, Professor of Natural History at the 
Keole Centrale of Angers, told him (M. Chevreul) 
how his friend Parmentier had studied the eculti- , 
vation of the potato in Germany. Upon Parmen- 
‘ier’s return to France he exerted himself to bring 
by every means of publicity the potato into use, 
recommend it as an article of food, and to pro- 
pagate it. Justice should be done Parmentier in this 
Matter; but Parmentier believed the potato was 
equal to wheat in nutritive properties, because he 
had not comprehended the importance of gluten 
(which Beccaria had discovered in wheaten flour 
in 1727) in nutrition. Marshal Vaillant said man- 
nfacturers could not use potatoes to powder with. |

dices of his day which opposed the general use of 
this vegetable as an article of human food. In the 
“Grande Encyclopédie,” which was commenced in 
1750, it is stated, at the close of the article Pommes 
de terre, which was published in 1765, that potatoes 
are eaten in various ways by peasants of different 
provinces, but they were coarse food and extremely 
indigestible. All Parmentier really did was to 
make this vegetable popular by a curious stratagem. 
He planted a field of potatoes, and had it guarded by 
gendarmes, spreading the report that it was an ex- 
ceedingly valuable article of food, to attract public 
attention to it. In a short time he ordered the 
gendarmes to relax their watch. Some peasants 
stole a few potatoes ; others imitated them; and at 
last the whole crop was disseminated among the 
inhabitants of the neighboring villages, and the 
good qualities of this article of food were sufficiently 
well proved to efface all traces of old prejudices. 
Parmentier likewise introduced the potato to the 
tables of the wealthier classes. One day he ap- 
peared in Louis XVI.’s presence with a nosegay of 
the modest flower of the so/anum tuberosum. The 
king questioned him about it, and he easily per- 
suaded his majesty to introduce its cultivation 
upon the royal estate. The courtiers soon imitated 
the royal example, and the neglected plant was 
carefully cultivated. It is consequently incontesta- 
ble Parmentier made the potato popular not only 
among the poor, but among the wealthy classes. 
The potato was introduced into Germany in 1710; 
it was then confined to gardens; it was introduced 
slowly to farms, and nothing less than the famines 
of 1771 and 1772 were necessary to overcome the 
prejudices which militated against its general use. 
M. Pepin said there were few varieties of pota- 
toes at the beginning of this century, and these 
were cultivated almost exclusively for animals. It 
was only in 1818 or 1820 potatoes appeared on the 
tables of the wealthy. Several members com- 
bated this assertion, and declared potatoes were to 
be seen on the tables of the rich long before the 
dates indicated by M. Pepin. 

There has been quite a warm discussion in the 
Academy of Sciences upon Mr. Darwin's scientific 
titles to a seat in that body. Messrs. de Quatre- 
fages and Milne Edwards urged his claims on the 
Academy. M. Blanchard opposed them: Mr. Dar- 
win was too bold, he was not a thorough naturalist, 
he was a mere amateur. Another academician 
insisted Mr. Darwin's works were merely so many 
fairy tales. M. Robin said: “ If we eliminate from 
Mr. Darwin’s works all views whose truth and 
falsehood alike escape demonstration, and which, 
therefore, are not within the scope of science, his 
titles will be found to be less than those which re- 
present the clearly demonstrated scientific data in- 
troduced by Herr Bischoff into science!”

| Margaret’s Trouble,’’? &c., has been added to their 
Library of Select Authors. It is the most elabo- 
rately constructed and probably the best of this 
writer’s productions, and admirers of the “ sensa- 
tional” style of writing will have no cause to com- 
plain of the want of that element.

“The Mysteries of Edwin Drood,’’ has been pub- 
lished by Fields & Osgood, with the twelve original 
illustrations by Fildes, and “Sketches of Young 
Couples,” originally published early in 1840, and 
now first credited to Mr. Charles Dickens.

BOOK NOTICES. 


RELIGIOUS, 

A Treatise on the Preparation and Delivery of 
Sermons. By John A. Broadus, D.D., LL. D. pp. 
xv., 514. Philadelphia: Smith, English & Co. 
Dr. Broadus is a Professor in the Southern Baptist 

Theological Seminary, at Greenville, South Caro- 

lina. Having taught Homiletics for ten years, he 

felt the need of a more complete text-book, and has 
therefore embodied in the present volume the 
results of his long-continued instructions. The 
author’s chief indebtedness for help has been to 

Aristotle, Cicero, Quintillian, Whately, and Vinet. 

The last two (together with Ripley) had been his 

text-books, and copious extracts are made from 

them on various subjects. Special pains have been 
taken, at the proper points of the treatise, to give 
practical suggestions for extemporaneons speaking. 

The whole work is divided into five parts. The 

first treats of Materials of Preaching ; the second, 

of the Arrangement of a Sermon ; the third, Style ; 
the fourth, of the Delivery of Sermons; the fifth, 
of the Conduct of Public Worship. It is easy to 
see that the volume is the result of rauch reflection ; 
it abounds in suggestions which may be turned to 
profitable account, not only by preachers, but by 
lawyers, and all others who are called upon to 
address public audiences. Some of the sentences 


are quite pointed and pithy; thus on page 124 it is 
said: “Some ministers are ‘too metaphysical’ in 
their preaching, but very many are not meta- 
physical enough in themselves.”

The Reign of Law. By the Duke of Argyle. pp. 
xxvit., 462. New York: De Witt C. Lent & Co. 
The present work, although unpretentious in its 

claims, is really one of the most important of recent 

contributions to those troublesome subjects which 
sccupy the border land between Theology and Na- 
tural Science. Since its first appearance in the 
latter part of 1866, it has passed through five edi- 
tions in London. It has led to considerable dis- 
cussion, and its views have been extensively criti- 
cized, or at least commented upon, in a number of 
influential journals and reviews. The first four 
editions were merely reproductions of the original 
text, but in this, the fifth edition, the entire work 
has been carefully revised by the author. No 
alteration has, however, been made involving any 
ge of principle or opinion. Occasionally words

have been added or removed according as indi- 
vidual passages may have been misunderstood, 
but in some of the chapters substantial additions 
have been made in reply, direct or indirect, to the 
author’s principal opponents, whilst discussions 
more detailed than were suitable for the text have 
been embodied in notes at the end of the volume. 
These additions and notes have reference chiefly to 
an article by Mr. Alfred R. Wallace in the “ Quar- 
terly Journal of Science” for October, 1867; one by 
Mr. George H. Lewes in the “ Fortnightly Review” 
for 1867 ; one in the “ Dublin Review” for April, 1867, 
by Dr. Ward, the editor of the “ Review;’’ and one 
in the “Contemporary Review” for May, 1867, by Mr. 
J. P. Mahaffy. With reference to the observations 
of some of these critics, several passages have been 
expanded which deal with the Supernatural, and 
with the various relations in which miracles have 
been conceived to stand towards the “Reign of 
Law.” One of the notes relates specially to the 
subject of Necessity and Free Will. In his origi- 


nal preface the writer refers to the intention which 


had been at one time entertained by him to con- 
clude with a chapter on “ Law in Christian Theolo- 
gy.” In his present preface he refers to this in- 
tention, but states that further reflection has con- 
firmed him in the opinion “that this is a subject 
which cannot be adequately dealt with in such a 
form.”? What is the precise meaning of this language 
we cannot with certainty divine. The work is one 
which commends itself to the reflecting reader. It 
is thoughtful and suggestive, and throws light on 
some profound and puzzling problems both of mind 
and matter which are just now agitating the stu- 
dents of nature and of Scripture.
